The  winter  terms  of  the  School  consist  of  two  periods  of  sixteen 
weeks  each,  with  a  vacation  of  one  week  at  Christmas  and  in  the 
spring. 

During  (he  winter  terms  (he  daily  sessions  are  from  nine  to  twelve 
in  (he  morning  and  from  one-(hirty  to  four  o’clock  in  (he  afternoon. 

Evening  sessions  are  from  seven  to  nine-(hirt$. 

Two  events  are  becoming  an  established  part  of  (he  annual  cus¬ 
toms  of  the  school  year;  a  students’  party  at  the  close  of  the  fall 
term,  in  January  (a  festivity  in  the  hands  of  the  students  and  for 
their  own  entertainment) ,  and  a  public  entertainment  to  mark  (he 
end  of  the  school  year,  in  the  spring  (in  which  the  faculty  of  the 
School  and  the  students  join  to  present  an  evening  which  will,  in  a 
more  or  less  direct  way,  serve  as  an  index  of  the  standards,  ideals 
and  accomplishments  of  the  School,  in  a  festive  spirit) .

THE  Portland  Art  Association  was  in¬ 
corporated  in  December,  1892,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  “making  a  collection  of  works  of 
art  .  .  and  to  “develop  and  encourage 
the  study  of  art  .  . 

Although  classes  for  short  periods  of  time  had 
earlier  been  formed,  the  continuous  work  of  the 
School  began  in  the  autumn  of  1909. 

The  courses  of  the  School  are  so  arranged  that  the 
classes  in  drawing  and  painting  and  those  in  design 
and  the  crafts  may  be  taken  simultaneously  by  the 
students,  thus  giving  opportunity  for  the  all-around 
growth  in  artistic  knowledge,  appreciation  and  skill, 
which  is  equally  valuable  as  forming  a  solid  founda- 
tion  for  the  career  of  a  painter,  a  designer,  a  teacher, 
an  illustrator,  a  craft- worker  or  a  worker  in  any  of 
the  many  commercial  pursuits  which  demand  artistic 
ability. 

The  School  emphasises,  on  the  one  hand,  a  thor¬ 
ough  understanding  and  appreciation  of  tradition  as 
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LIFE  CLASS  DRAWINGS 


expressed  in  the  great  art  of  the  past  and,  on  the 
other,  the  fullest  expression  of  the  creative  ability 
and  individuality  of  each  student. 

All  students  of  the  School  have  free  access  to  the 
special  exhibitions  and  permanent  collections  of  the 
Museum  of  Art,  and  the  reference  collection  of  books 
and  photographs. 

Certificates  will  be  granted  to  students  who  have 
secured  the  necessary  credits  in  the  full  course  for 
two  years’  continuous  work,  with  an  additional  year 
for  specialising  in  any  department  of  the  School. 


The  following  yearly  prises  are  offered  for  merit 
in  work  produced  by  members  of  the  life  or  portrait 
classes  during  the  school  year : 

First  Prize — Twenty  "five  Dollars. 

Second  Prize — Fifteen  Dollars. 

Third  Prize — Ten  Dollars. 
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CONDITIONS 

Recipients  must  have  been  enrolled  members  ot 
the  Life  or  Portrait  Classes  of  the  Art  School  not  less 
one  term  during  the  school  year. 

One  or  more  specimens  of  work  produced  during 
the  year  must  be  submitted  for  examination  and  ex¬ 
hibited  at  the  time  required. 

The  prizes  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  jury 
selected  by  the  Trustees. 

Winners  of  the  first  prize  shall  be  debarred  from 
afterward  competing  for  these  prizes. 

In  order  to  encourage  good  work  in  design  and 
the  crafts,  the  following  prizes  were  awarded  last 
year  by  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Society,  any  person  be¬ 
ing  eligible  to  the  competition,  whether  a  member  of 
the  Society,  or  School,  or  not : 

I.  Scholarship  prize  of  one  term's  instruction  in  the 
School  of  Design  of  the  Portland  Art  Association,  to 
be  awarded  for  the  best  group  of  objects  exhibited  by 
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one  person.  Both  design  and  workmanship  will  be 
considered  in  the  awarding  of  this  pri^e. 

II.  Cash  priz,e  of  $10,  to  be  awarded  for  the  best 
design  for  block-printing,  weaving,  pottery,  metal  or 
wood-work,  stenciling,  printing  or  basketry. 

III.  Cash  prise  of  $10  to  be  awarded  for  the  best 
example  of  finished  work. 

It  is  probable  that  this  custom  may  be  continued 
by  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Society. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  School  awards  the  following  Scholarships 
of  free  tuition  in  the  School  the  following  year : 

First — Honorary  Scholarship,  for  the  best  work 
done  in  the  School  (student  to  have  worked  the  full 
year  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  classes) — full  tui- 
tion  for  the  following  year. 

Second — Honorary  Night  Class  Scholarship,  for 
the  best  work  done  in  the  evening  life  class  (student 
to  have  worked  the  full  year) — free  tuition  in  the 
night  classes  for  the  following  year. 

Third — In  addition,  by  way  of  co-operation  with 
the  public  schools,  the  Art  School  offers  the  follow¬ 
ing  scholarships  to  the  graduating  classes  of  Oregon 
high  schools : 

One  to  each  of  the  Portland  high  schools.  Six  to 
high  schools  in  the  state  outside  of  Portland.  These 
to  consist  of  full  course  tuition  in  the  School  the 
following  year.

TERMS  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  terms  of  the  public  school  scholarships  are  as 
follows : 

Six  specimens  of  the  work  of  the  students,  done  in 
the  regular  high  school  art  course,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Art  School  Committee  (sent  to  Curator,  the 
Portland  Art  Association,  Fifth  and  Taylor  Streets, 
Portland,  before  May  1 5th)  accompanied  by  a  letter 
from  the  principal  of  the  school,  stating  that  the  stu' 
dent  is  graduating  from  the  high  school  and  is  rec' 
ommended  for  the  scholarship  by  the  principal. 

The  six  drawings  to  include  the  following  origi¬ 
nal  studies :  One  from  still-life  objects;  one  from  na¬ 
ture,  flowers  or  landscape;  one  original  design;  three 
optional. 

By  application  for  class  monitorships,  a  small  num¬ 
ber  of  studen  ts  may  earn,  a  portion  of  their  tuition  in 
the  School. 

The  School  reserves  the  right  to  revoke  a  scholar¬ 
ship,  or  a  monitorship,  either  for  unsatisfactory  pro¬ 
gress  or  for  conduct  detrimental  to  the  classes.

Drawings  will  not  be  accepted  when  rolled,  or 
vhen  not  carefully  fixed.  Paintings  must  be  thor- 
Highly  dry,  and  all  work  must  be  signed  on  the  back 
vith  the  student’s  full  name  and  the  name  of  the 
lass  in  which  the  work  was  done.  The  instructors 
vill  select  certain  work  to  be  reserved  for  exhibition 
>urposes;  the  other  studies  should  be  reclaimed  at 
he  close  of  the  criticism  to  prevent  loss. 

Work  reserved  by  the  instructors  should  be  re- 
laimed  at  the  close  of  the  Students’  Exhibition, 
•tudies  not  called  for  by  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
erm  will  be  destroyed. 
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Certain  studies  will  be  reserved  by  the  School  for 
its  permanent  collection  of  students1  work. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  leave  canvases, 
drawing  boards  or  other  materials  about  the  school 
rooms,  but  must  place  them,  when  not  in  use,  in  the 
lockers  and  racks.  Students  are  cautioned  not  to 
leave  personal  property  of  any  description  about  the 
studios.  Students  must  not  move  casts  except  by 
permission  of  the  Curator. 

Students  may  sketch  from  the  works  in  the  Per¬ 
manent  Collection,  but  copies  must  not  be  made 
without  special  permission  from  the  Curator. 

Students  may  have  free  use  of  the  Library,  but  the 
reference  books  and  photographs  must  not  be  taken 
from  the  room. 

MONITORS 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  monitor  to  maintain 
order  and,  if  necessary,  report  to  the  Curator  any  in¬ 
terference  with  the  work  of  the  class. 

Monitors  shall  see  that  the  class  rooms  are  kept 
properly  lighted  and  ventilated. 

Monitor  shall  report  any  student  who  cannot 
show  class  ticket. 

The  monitor  of  each  class  shall  have  charge  of  the 
model,  appoint  posing  committees,  have  charge  of 
the  class  room  during  the  session,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  instructor.
